It is the 
instrument of our salvation and without it 
there is no hope for mankind.

Wilson,

alumnus, 
trustee 
and benefactor. He was head of 
Xerox Corporation. 
The Wilson 
scholars, excep­ 
tionally 
bright, 
are 
selected 
each year from the incoming 
freshman 
class. 
Throughout 


undergraduate years, each Wil­ 
son 
Scholar 
works 
with 
a 
distinguished 
faculty 
sponsor, 
usually as an assistant on a 
research project. Each scholar 
gets an annual award of $500, 
regardless of financial need. 
They have an opportunity to 
develop 
an individualized, ac­ 
celerated 
academ ic

under supervision of his spon­ 
sor. 


Specific Goals 


Kenneth E. 
Clark, 
dean of 
Rochester’s College of Arts and 
Science, described the program 
in an interview.

Clark said. 


Wilson 
scnoiars 
and 
their 
sponsors 
work 
closely 
to 
arrange an individualized a ca­ 
demic 
program. 
Frequently, 
existing 
courses 
m ust 
be 
adapted to a student’s specific 
goals, 
and, 
when 
necessary, 
sponsor and student create an 
entirely new course.
